We were shown yesterday by our friend 
Mr. Theodore I’hillips, h copy of the 
Boston Gazette mid Country Journal, 
dated March I2tb, 1770. This wits just 
one week alter the Boston Massa-re, in 
w-Jiich Samuel Gray, Crispus Attucks 
aud James Caldwell were killetl outright, 
three lads 17 yt*ars old were mortal ly 
wounded, and (several others seriously 
hurt. The Gazette gives a detailed ac- 
count of the whole affair with the pro- 
ceedings of the citizens thereafter, and 
the difficulties between the ooldiery and 
citizens that led ou the rencontre'. It was 
tbe firat blood of the revolution and 
stirred up a storm of indignation which 
tbe British authorities did not deem pos- 
sible. The British attempted in vain the 
same plan of governing the colonies by 
force that the Radicals are now trying 
with the Southern State*. The p«[>er is 
in mourning for the patriots so outrage- 
ously slain, and ia full of spirited com- 
ments on the occurrences of the day.

Saints are rare; very 
flue gcutlcuieu are observed when they oc- 
nr; -ebohirs claim to be tew, ami no 
bility and gentry are only touud where 
ley are raised; but soldiers arc made 
herever there is war, and everywhere they 
ontribute at once to the bone, the nerve, 
and the finer tissuis ot society.

They 
omc to LooUon, aud are disappointed to find 
that a -ingle letter of introduction will noi 
o|ien all Ihe door* iu Ih'' islaud. However, iu 
pile ol' these anil oilier impediment.?, there is 
much growing acquaintance between Euglish- 
men and Americans. Every American gentle- 
man, and every family with the mi an*, ibink? 
it necessary to make the Euro|iesm tour, and 
carries home impression?, on the whole, uot 
unfavorable to ns and lo onr institutions. 

Onr great novelist is Just the man to note 
and to record tb< change of national manners 
aud sentiment.
